Bull Bear was one of the feW re- 
maining old type Indians. He was 
a man of striking appearance and sat 
for every artist who visited the re- 
serve in search of good Indian types. 
An oil painting of him by Jas, Hen- 
derson, of Fort Saskatchewan, was 
purchased by the LDiaughters of the 
Empire in Calgary and hangs in the 
Public Library of that city.

But he is not yet serving his 
sentence. There is still the appeal 
that his lawyers will 
will no doubt be dragged out as long 
as possible, perhaps two years.

If he 
is not required to serve his full sen- 
tence and that speedily the people of 
the United States should take it upon 
themselves to correct a condition that 
sets a common criminal above the law 
of the land. Our congratulations are 
extended to the judge and jury for 
their part in this affair, It must not 
be forgotten that the people uiltimate- 
ly responsible for the flouting of the 
law are the voters themselves, who 
make it posstble for criminals to take 
to themselves a power in which the

Prevent Fire Loss 
In Saskatchewan 


Hon. J. F. Bryant, K.C., Announces 
Details Of Province-Wide School 
Competition To Promote Fire 
Prevention 


Saskatchewan has adopted a unique 
method of disseminating fire preven- 
tion education, which is designed to 
carry the message of ‘‘caution” into 
every home in the province, using the 
aria children as the means to the 
end, 

Unique in conception and as a 
method of propagandism, the scheme 
also is unique in that no other prov- 
ince has anticipated it, and Saskatch- 
ewan can claim it as its own. 


Author and sponsur of the scheme 


is Hon, J. F. Bryant, K.C,, Minister 
of Public Works and Minister of 


ernment. Mr. Bryant also is Minister 
in charge of the Insurance and Fire 
Prevention Department of the Gov- 
ernment, and it was while acting in 
this capacity that he realized the 
necessity of instituting a vigorous 
campaign for reduction of fire loss! 
and fire insurance premiums by the 
elimination of palpable fire hazards 
from the homes, 


Centril feature of the scheme is a 
sectiona: view of a typical Saskatch- 
ewan residence, showing, in graphic 
tashion, some 61 of the commoner 
causes of preventable fires.

—Hon. Hugh Guthrie, Minister of Jus- 
tice, and Senator C, P. Beaubien, of 
Montreal. ‘ 

Mr. Guthrie spoke when the first 
committee of the assembly discussed 
the subject of bringing the league 
covenant against war into harmony 
with the Kellogg peace pact. 

The general sentiment of the com- 
mittee is so far in favour of accept- 
ance of the proposed amendments in 
the covenant, which in the opinion of 
several speakers would tend to facili- 
tate the work of next year's world 
disarmament conference, for they 
; would leave no ambiguity or doubt 
that war is to be abolished as an 
instrument of national policy. 

Acceptance of the conclusions 
reached last year, in favor of the pro- 
posed amendment, was advocated by 
Mr. Guthrie.
